who itook ptu-t in it could scarcely re- 
alize what had happened until they 
were thrown into a heap In the fonward 
part of-the oar and the crushed glass 
from tbe shattered window panes began 
to rain upon them. It was by this fall- 
In* class that, by far, the larger num- 
ber of passengers were injured, but the 
wounds consist of minor lacerations 
mainly on the hands and arms.

Voso As soon as the oar left the track 
Zimmerman pulled with great force on 
the heavy brake lever wtth tbe result 
tbat the car mo\»d only a few feet, 
lhoue;h the fonward platform extended 
over the ranis of the track on tbe south 
•hie of the street 


At the time ofthe accident there were 


•bout four or five passengers standing 
on the front platform 
They were shot 


forward by the momentum and some of 
Vheun landed In the damp earth of the 
roadway. 
For an Instant It was 


thought tbat tbe car would lose Its 
balance and fall on the vide nearest 
tht south side of tbe street. This hap- 
pily was prevented by the guard on the 
side and the projecting steps, wtth the 
result that those who had fallen to the 
pavement were saved from being man- 
gled beneath the heavy car.

The acclden* occurred at so early an 


houi that about the only person who 
witnessed it wcie the passengers on the 
ill-fated car. It took place with so 
much precipitation that many of those 
•who itook pwt In It could scarcely re- 
alize what had happened until they 
•were thrown Into a heap In the forward 
part ol-~tho oar and the crushed glass 
from the shattered wdndow panes began 
to rain upon 'them. It wns by this fall- 
Ing srlas* that, by far, the larger num- 
ber of passengers were injured, but the 
wounds consist of minor lacerations 
mainly on the hands and arms. 


When -the car left thr track ft turn- 


ed southward almost at r%ht angles 
with so much suddenness as to sur- 
prise even the motorman, W. B Zim- 
merman, and the conductor, Frank B 
Voso. As soon as the oar lef/t the track 
Zimmerman pulled with gireat force on 
«he heavy brake lever with the result 
that the car moved only a. tew teat, 
though the forward platform extended 
over the rails of the track on the south 
olde of the street. 


At the time oftht accident there were 


about four or five passengers standing 
on the front platform. They were shot 
forward by the momentum and some of 
tttiem landed In the damp earth 'of the 
roadway.

thought that the car would lose Its 
oalance and fall on the side nearest 
the south side of the street. This hap- 
pily was prevented by the guard on the 
Bide and the projecting steps, with the 
result that those who had fallen to. the 
pavement were saved from being man- 
gled beneath the heavy car. 


Johnsen w-ao one of the passengers 


•who would have suffered most severely 
In this manner, because «he shock pro- 
jected hhn througrh one of the windows 
and throw him on tine roadway In such 
ft manner that he must have been crush- 
ed to death had cot the car succeeded in 
right Ing itself.

At the time of the *ocident there was 
a vecet&ble wagon paaalng along the 
»tr«*t. One of the wheels of the vehicle 
wae struck by th« errant car and vegiet- 


tossed out on the street, but 


the motorman iay« the vegetable ven- 
dor continued along hie journey satis- 


fied that h<*had sustained only so slight 
an injury. 


The car was not badly Injured in the 


wreck, the guards, sideboards, and pro- 
jecting steps being somewhat wrench- 
ed and torn, and tho windows being de- 
prived ot their panes 


As soon as UK motorman and con- 


ductor ascertained the result of the in- 
jury they set to work to loam the name-) 
of tne pasengers, and especially the**-- 
who were injured. They found quite 
an amount of difficulty in doing this 
work, because the passengers kept mov- 
ing about in an excited manner and 
somt of them refused to give 
their 


names at all. The names gathered by 
these employes, about eight 
all told, 


were given to Assistant Superintendent 
T. R. Brooke. 


By this time another car from the 


east had arrived. The patrol wagon 
had alho made Its appearance in le- 
sponse to a call coupled with the state- 
ment that several people had 
been 


killed. Private vehicles were also on 
hand and were generously placed at the 
service of the Injured ones by their 
owners 


Those passengers who were not in- 


jured were placed aboard the car from 
the east and continued their Journey to 
their places of business in this city. 


A number of men were then scoured 


from the gang of the Contra Costa 
Water Company \\hich is laying a hea- 
vy T\ater mam along Twelfth 
street 


at that point. They got levers and in a 
few minutes the wrecked car was plac- 
ed on the south track and was pushed 
back to the power house.

Motorman W. B. Zimmerman, who has 


been In the employ of the company for the 
last three and one-half years, said: ' 


"I was the motorman on car No. 10, 


which ran off the track this morning. The 
accident was a sudden one. I did not ex- 
pect it. I was not Injured. I guess H xvas 
because I was standing braced back and 
pulling on the brakes all tho time. That 
steadied me. I pulled on the lever the 
moment the wheels left the rails. They 
left very suddenly. 
The accident was 


caused by the breaking of the flange on 
the forward Wheel on the left hand side, 
that is. tho side toward tho south. Tho 
piece of the flange which broke off was 
about six Inches long. The break was a 
frejh one. When th« car left the. track, 
it turned toward the left and -went right 
straight for the south, Und rocked a 
good deal. It threw all the passengers in 
a heap, and some of them wore greatly 
excited. After the accident, wo tried to 
make things as comfortable as possible 
for the passengers. I do not know how 
badly any of them were Injured. They 
were taken away In the patrol wagon and 
other ways. The car had met with another 
accident shortly before on the trip to town. 
Wo did not discover that until after the 
accident on Twelfth street. In the first 
accident, the same wheel lost another 
piece of its flan«e. It dropped It on Fifth 
avenue near Sixteenth street. The piece 
of the flange that broke off there was 
about a foot and a. -half long. That piece 
was also picked up and tak»n back to the 
power house. I had the car running at 
the rate of about seven miles an hour at 
the time of the accident. That was a little 
slower than the usual rate of speed and 
the oar was «0lng up trade at the time."

city and vicinity oa their way to take 
part In the parade of members of their 
craift In San Francisco this mornins 
was one at th« most imposing afta-lra e-l 
the kind ever witnessed in thia city.

standing the early hour at whch It took 
place, and was managed wiili good 
judgment and ability. 


The participants assembled at 7:30 
o'clock A. M. at Fred Becker's mar-

street, 
thence to Broadway, and thence to tho 
"estuary, where the creek boat at S 
o'clock was taken for San Froncbjco. 
At the right of the line rode Captain 


of Police Wilson with a couple of pa- 
trolmen on foot who cleared the way 
ot vehicles so as to afford the advanc- 
ing column an unimpeded thoroughfare. 
Then came the Flflth Infantry Band 
playing martial music. 
The mounted marshals -were H. F.

Branch No. 3, Journeymen Butcher's) 
Benevolent and Protective Association 
of San Jose, comprising about forly- 
flve members, nearly all of whom wore 
white straw hats, white gowns and 
aprons. They had arrived on the 7:07 
train from San Jose and were given the 
place of 'honor In the line. 


Next came a fine barouohe suggestive 
of the Fablola Fete. It was decorated 
in a most beautiful manner with palms, 
ferns and red roses, and presented an 
attractive appearance.

The J>ny of Counterfeit Coins. 


It was known some days ago that 


counterfeit coins were in circulation 
in this city. These represented dollars 
and half dollars. It was evident that a 
new raid had been made by the makers 
of spurious money. Whenever a raid of 
that kind Is made In San. Francisco 
Oakland Is sure to share In the same 
misfortune. The circulation of these 
coins began across the Bay some time 
ago. 


The spurious half dollar Is described 


as containing nlmost as much silver as 
the genuine one, and to be altogether 
the most dangerous counterfeit coin 
that has ever been put into circulation. 
This coin is said to be stamped instead 
of molded. In order to do this there 
must be expensive coining machinery. 
The counterfeit dollar in circulation 
here, appear* to have a different origin. 
They probably contain much more base 
metal ana are molded lr» the old way. 
But both classes of the spurious coin 
would deceive most people who arc not 
expert*.

When the old German 
Bmperor William ihad given a consti- 
tutional government to Prussia which 
finally Included .ill Germany, then the 
people began jifi'eoionatoly to call him 
"Father William."

The nay of Counterfeit Coins. 


It was known some days ago that 


counterfeit coins were in circulation 
In this city. These represented dollars 
and half dollars It was evident that a 
new raid had been made by the makers 
of spurious money. Whenever a raid of 
that kind is made In San Francisc*, 
Oakland is imre to share In the same 
misfortune 
The circulation of these 


coins began across the Bay some time 
ago 


The spurious half dollar Is described 


•i containing almost as much silver as 
the genuine one, and.to be altogether 
the moat dangerous counterfeit coin 
that has ever been put Into circulation. 
This coin Is said to be stamped Instead 
of molded In order to do this there 
must be expensive coining machinery 
The counterfeit dollar In circulation 
here, appear* to hove a different origin 
They probably contain much more base 
metal and are molded in the old way.
